Providence seemed particularly kind to 


tbo cily, for though every one was carrying 
his gun loaded and capped, and hotnctuncd 
it full cock, and jamming against tho utoue 
barricaded in ihefcrywds nt the narrow pass- 
.ges. and gesticulftlirigas only these Sicilians 
and Neapolitans can gesticulate, we heard cf 
no one case of an accident, tboiigh it ii 
hardly possible but there must have been a 
few. fctill, to do'the Sicilian's jutlicc, for 
all their lazineaa^nd brutish looks and dirt, 
it was a peaceable, good-natured crowd, aud 
I have seen in all ouly one drunken man, 
and no fighting or insolence.

When I arrived, the lively. part of ths 


campaign was over. Tho shops were still: 
shut a.nd ; the city .still in arms, but there 
was. no more fighting, nor was it iiV.elj. there. 
.would be" any more in Palermo... .Of coarse,; 
the first explorations were towards tho main 
street, the Toledo, which -the rpjal troops 
could have raked up and down— at;pnc. end 
from the pnlince, and at the other from tlieir 
frigates in the . harbor. .Thei-e. were barri-. 
cades at every five or six^rod.^'higher than 
my head, and mostly caonon prijfct Swarms 
of people were hurrying about, out no one 
was doing any work that I saw, except a 
few Piodmontesc on guard at the important 
points.

Almost every one had a gun on hU.3h.ou1d- 


er, aud the peasants -who had como down 
from the interior in crowds loolied about as 
dirty, as lazy and as degraded as the best 
conservative could wish. TheV'were sleep- 
ing in the square or lounging in groups 
round the guard nouses, tlieir guns in their 
hands/ and'in costumes suggestive of bri- 
gands and cut throats. It was a strange 
collection of arms that the insurgents- had. 
There were guns of every shape and length, 
from the short, flat blunderbus, suggestive 
of stage-coaches and highway robberies 
two centuries ago, up to the long-barreled, 
thin affairs, such as the Arabs might have 
shot with when Mohammed was a small 
boy. 
There were plenty of Neapolitan 


muskets about, too, which deserters had 
brought, or cowards had thrown away to 
run better. All tho towns-people seemed to 
have a rage for cutlasses and dirks, which 
were half the time tied over their shoulders 
with twine. Among other armed individu- 
als there was a priest iu his black robes 
rushing about day after day, with a gun in 
his hand. A large average of the arras 
were too old and rusty to be dangerous to 
any one but. the owner. 


Providence seemed particularly kind to' 


the city, for though every oue was carrying 
his gun loaded and capped, and soinetimea 
at full cock, and jamrniug against the stone 
barricades in. thef-erQ,wdsat.the narrow pass-- 
ages, and gesticulating, as only th.ese Sicilians 
and Neapolitans, can gestieuinte,-we. heard cf.

A CITY iiAit.nOAi) 10 BE CONSTRUCTED 


UNDER GROTOD ix LOXDOS.—A London 
paper contains a description of n tunnel 
now building under the streets of London, 
for the purpose of connecting the city with a 
series of railways at the north of the 1 hames. 
To haven ruilway after the American fashion, 
passing through a densely populous district, 
titid crossing on a level and overcrowdea 
thoroughfare, was considered out of the 
question. Therefore, the plan was resorted 
to of avoiding the surface altogether, leav- 
ing that to the ordinary local traffic and 
travel, And going entirely under the city 
with all the passenger and freight trains. 
The tunnel was constructed by making an 
open cut from the surfac« of the bireot 
down tho distance required, building the 
archway, and then replacing the surface—a 
cheaper mode than tunneling. The work 
has been contracted for, and ia now -in pro- 
gress. The company engaged ia it have a 
capital of $4,25Q,00(f, m shares of $50 
each. 


To avoid any annoyance from smoke, or 


the combustion of fuel in the tunnel, the 
traffic is to be worked by light locomotives 
of a uovel and ingenious construction.— 
They have no fire-box, but will ba charged 
with hot wuter and steam at a certain pres- 
sure, to be supplied by fixed boilers nt the 
termini, and will be furnished with a large 
heater to assist in maintaining the required 
temperature. It is believed that each loco- 
motive cau be supplied with power sufficient 
to run the whole tunnel distance. The tun- 
nel is expected to be finished ia working 
order by I8G2.

THE CENSUS OF I860.—A Washington 


correspondent of the. Philadelphia Press 
writes as follows : 


Among the improvements introduced into 


our next census, there is one which will, for 
the first time, enable the stutk-inn and 
statesman to make a true and correct esti- 
mate of the number, strength and influence 
of the foreign element in this country.— 
Heretofore, the children of foreign born 
citizens, born in this country, have iilways 
been classed with the natives, to which, in 
fact, they belong. It is do\v suggf-stod that 
in our next census a discrimination may be 
made, so that the number of direct descend- 
ants of Irish, German and other foreign 
immigrants muy be ascertained. It will 
not only be an interesting item to show the 
value and importance of immigration in a 
politieal and national economical sensi'. but 
ethnology and other branches of science 
will derive a great many benefits therefrom. 
Medical men will be interested to find out 
which of the various elements and national- 
ities, represented on our soil tends most to 
natural increase. Do the American, the 
German, or the Irish Bxcul in that regard 1 
In our opinion the German and Irish immi- 
grants increase more limn the natives, ns 
the greater part of them when they arrive 
at our shores, are either married, or, at 
least, of a marriageable age, and, therefore, 
very apt to be productive. It is estimated 
that the number of foreigners and their 
children (not even to include their grand 
children) born in this country will not fall 
short at present from between twelve and four- 
teen millions.

THK CENSUS or I SCO.—A Washington 


correspondent of the Philadelphia Press 
writes as follows: 


Among the improvements introduced into 


our next census, there is one which will, for 
the first time, enable the stut'x-inn and 
statesman to make a true ami correct esti- 
mate of the number, strength and influence 
of the foreign clement in this country.— 
Heretofore, the children of foreign born 
citizens, born in tins country, have always 
been classed with tho natives, to which, in 
fact, they belong. It is dow sug?r-st<;d that 
in our next census a discrimination may be 
imule, HO that the number of direct descend- 
ants of Irish, German and other foreign 
immigrants muy be ascertained. It will 
not only be nn interesting item to show the 
value and important u of immigration in a 
political and national economical senai1, but 
ethnology and other branches of science 
will derive a prent many benefits therefrom. 
Medical men will be interested to find out 
which of the various elements and national- 
ities, represented on our soil tend? most to 
natural increase. Do tho Amentum, the 
German, or the Irish excel in that, regard 1 
In our opinion the German and Irish immi- 
grant.? increase more than the natives, as 
the greater part of them when they arrive 
at our shores, arc either married, or, at 
least, of a marriageable age, and, therefore, 
very apt to be productive. It is estimated 
that tho number of foreigners and their 
children (not oven lo include their grand 
children) born in this country will not fall 
short at present from between t welve and four- 
teen millions.
